THAT  WILL  PLAN  FIRST  LIVE  EUROPE-TO-U.S .  TV  BROADCAST 

Elmer  W.  Lower,  Director,  News  and  Public  Affairs  for  NBC 
News,  will  leave  for  Seville,  Spain,  on  Tuesday,  April  3*  to  represent 
NBC  News  at  a  meeting  that  will  outline  plans  for  the  first  live  TV 
broadcast  between  Europe  and  America. 

The  meeting  has  been  called  by  members  of  the  European 
Broadcasting  Union  to  work  out  their  part  of  an  exchange  of  live  tele¬ 
vision  programs  between  the  United  States  and  Europe  by  means  of  a 
communications  satellite. 

The  satellite,  called  Telstar  and  developed  by  American 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  is  expected  to  be  launched  late  this 
Spring  by  the  National  Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration. 

At  the  meeting.  Lower  will  be  accompanied  by  Gearhardt 
Stindt,  Chief,  NBC  News  Film,  Central  Europe,  and  George  Vicas,  NBC 
News  producer  based  in  Europe. 

The  first  broadcast  from  this  country  to  Europe  via  Telstar 
will  be  produced  by  the  three  major  television  networks.  Irving 
Gitlin,  Executive  Producer,  Creative  Projects,  for  NBC  News,  will 
represent  NBC  on  the  program  committee  which  will  produce  this  program. 

Following  the  five-day  meeting  in  Seville,  Lower  will  visit 
NBC  News  offices  in  Paris,  London  and  Geneva,  the  latter  for  a  survey 
of  television  requirements  for  any  future  summit  conferences  in  that 
city.

WILL  BE  SHOWN  TO  TWO  HOUSE  AND  SENATE  COMMITTEES 
CONSIDERING  BILLS  ON  IMPROVING  EDUCATION 

The  "Today"  show's  film  report  on  how  a  large  city  high  school 
has  been  able  to  produce  outstanding  students  has  been  selected  by  the 
Office  of  Education  (of  the  Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare) 
for  showing  to  the  House  Committee  on  Education  and  Labor  and  the  Senate 
Committee  on  Labor  and  Public  Welfare. 

The  film  will  be  shown  to  them  this  week  in  support  of  pending 
bills  (HR10145  and  S2826)  to  improve  the  quality  of  education  in  the 
schools.  The  report  was  broadcast  on  "Today"  Wednesday  morning,  March  28. 
It  was  filmed  by  "Today"  reporter  Paul  Cunningham  at  Erasmus  Hall  High 
School  in  Brooklyn,  N.Y.  Though  it  has  an  enrollment  of  6,600  pupils, 
five  of  its  students  were  among  the  40  national  winners  of  the  Westing- 
house  Science  Talent  Search  this  year.  In  the  past  10  years,  Erasmus  won 
almost  twice  as  many  of  the  awards  as  any  other  school  in  the  nation. 

Also,  according,  to  New  York's  Office  of  Education  Information  Service, 
Erasmus  students  won  288  state  scholarships  and  125  alternate  scholar¬ 
ships  this  year. 

In  interviews  with  Dr.  John  McNeal,  principal;  biology  teacher

NBC-TV  has  cast  what  is  perhaps  television's  first  "no-star" 
major  dramatic  production. 

Billing  for  "The  World's  Greatest  Robbery"  —  in  two  full- 
hour  parts  --  on  "Du  Pont  Show  of  the  Week"  Sundays,  April  29  and  May  6 
(10-11  p.m.  EDT)  lists  no  stars,  co-stars  or  special  guests.  All  of 
the  players  are  "performers"  and  all  have  equal  billing. 

According  to  producer-director  Franklin  Schaffner,  the  new 
concept  in  TV  casting  is  a  natural  outgrowth  of  the  network's  desire 
to  dramatize  as  factually  as  possible  the  largest  cash  robbery  in  the 
history  of  crime  in  the  United  States. 

"The  World's  Greatest  Robbery"  is  an  original  teleplay  by 
Loring  Mandel  based  on  the  armed  hold-up  on  Jan.  17*  1950,  of  the 
express  offices  of  The  Brink's  Company  in  Boston.  Eleven  masked  bandits 
made  off  with  $1,218,211  in  cash  and  $1,557,183  in  securities. 

"There  is  no  'star'  among  the  eleven  who  have  been  cast  as  the 
robbers,"  says  Schaffner.  "They  are  all  experienced  actors,  but  most 
of  them  have  stage,  rather  than  screen  or  TV,  backgrounds.  Their  faces 
are  not  familiar.  This  is  exactly  what  we  had  in  mind  when  we  cast  the 
show. 

"This  is  the  story  of  a  robbery.  Not  of  an  actor.  We  don't 
want  any  famous  faces  getting  in  the  way  of  the  characterizations."

Schaff tier’s  sole  concession  to  stardom  for  the  programs  has 
been  to  sign  noted  actor  Barry  Sullivan  (of  "The  Tall  Man"  NBC-TV  series) 
as  off-camera  narrator. 

"We  researched  the  Brink’s  case  for  months,"  Schaffner  adds. 

"We  visited  the  scene  of  the  crime,  talked  to  the  people  who  were 
involved,  combed  through  thousands  of  pages  of  police  and  FBI  reports, 
court  transcripts  and  newspaper  accounts.  This  will  be  the  most 
factual  presentation  (the  story  has  had  a  movie  version  and  an  earlier 
TV  dramatization)  of  the  robbery  that  has  been  seen  by  anyone  except 
the  eleven  men  who  committed  it." 

Cast  as  the  bandits  in  "The  World’s  Greatest  Robbery"  are  (in 
alphabetical  order):  R.  G.  Armstrong  as  Robert  Geary,  John  Cliff  as 
Paul  Flynn,  Edward  Holmes  as  Edwin  Stockman,  Paul  Lambert  as  James 
Cavanaugh,  Gavin  MacLeod  as  Joseph  Bucci,  Paul  Mazursky  as  Louis 
Pugliese,  Cliff  Osmond  as  Giacomo  Marno,  Woodrow  Parfrey  as  Leo  Green, 
William  Phipps  as  William  Johnson,  Gerald  Price  as  Eugene  Carbone,  and 
Milton  Selzer  as  Billy  Doonan.  Names  of  the  principals  involved  in  the 
crime  have  been  changed  in  the  dramatization. 

Part  One  of  "The  World’s  Greatest  Robbery"  Sunday,  April  29 
tells  how  nearly  three  years  of  planning  went  into  what  police  and  the 
FBI  have  called  "the  nearest  thing  to  a  perfect  crime  in  American 
history."  It  covers  the  crime  from  the  time  that  the  11  underworld 
"specialists"  first  met  to  discuss  the  robbery  until  its  execution  when 
the  masked  (with  stockings)  bandits  carried  40  sacks  full  of  money  from 
the  Brink’s  Company  Building. 

Part  Two,  to  be  broadcast  Sunday,  May  6,  tells  how  the  great¬ 
est  manhunt  in  American  police  history  became  organized.  The  criminals 
were  not  apprehended  until  1956  --  and  only  $60,000  of  the  stolen  cash

NBC  News  cameraman  Grant  Wolfkill  is  reported  in  satisfactory 
health  while  still  a  prisoner  of  the  Pathet  Lao  forces.  This  report  has 
been  released  by  a  U.  S.  embassy  team  that  visited  Pathet  Lao  head¬ 
quarters  . 

Wolfkill  has  been  a  prisoner  since  May  15,  1961,  when  a 
helicopter  in  which  he  was  riding  was  forced  down  behind  Communist  lines. 

William  Sullivan,  leader  of  the  embassy  team,  talked  to 
leaders  of  two  Laotian  factions.  The  Pathet  Lao  forces  have  refused 
to  release  Wolfkill  until  a  coalition  government  is  formed.  And  the 
Royal  Laotian  Government  has  refused  to  form  a  coalition  government 
under  neutralist  Prince  Souvanna  Phouma. 

Wolfkill  was  on  assignment  for  NBC  News  in  Laos  when  he  was 
last  seen.  Four  other  Americans  are  being  held  along  with  Wolfkill. 

They  are  two  civilians,  Edward  Shore  Jr.  and  John  McMorrow,  and  two 
soldiers,  Maj.  Lawrence  Bailey  and  Sgt .  Orville  Balinger.

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SUBCONTINENTAL  CLASSROOM

"So  go  home.  Think  of  a  picture  of  your  own  choice  and  try 
to  write  an  essay  about  that  picture.  Will  you?" 

These  homely  instructions  marked  the  beginning  of  a  new  age 
in  India  --  the  age  of  television  in  a  country  where  a  bicycle  is  still 
a  luxury. 

The  words  were  spoken  late  last  year  by  a  teacher  inaugurating 
educational  television  in  New  Delhi's  secondary  schools.  The  Indian 
youngsters  stared  blankly  at  the  strange  little  screen,  then  broke  into 
excited  chatter.  Their  own  teacher  vainly  sought  to  take  over  with  a 
followup  class... 

Indian  television  is  still  in  its  early  infancy.  There  are 
barely  600  sets  --  all  in  and  around  New  Delhi  --  in  a  country  of  about 
438  million  people. 

The  500-watt  New  Delhi  transmitter  broadcasts  a  one-hour  tele¬ 
vised  lesson  in  Hindi,  English,  physics  or  chemistry  every  weekday 
morning.  The  lesson  is  repeated  in  the  afternoon  for  pupils  in  the 
second  shift.  Friday  evening  adult  members  of  government -sponsored 
teleclubs  can  watch  an  hour  of  so-called  social  education,  including 
such  things  as  warnings  against  stealing  manhole  covers. 

Experimental  television  began  in  India  in  September,  1959^ 
with  the  help  of  the  UN  Educational,  Scientific  and  Cultural

Organization.  The  Ford  Foundation  later  sent  two  specialists  to  India 
and  signed  an  agreement  to  furnish  600  TV  sets  to  schools  here.... 
India’s  lone  TV  production  studio  is  operated  by  the  state-controlled 
All-India  Radio,  which  also  owns  most  of  the  school  receiving  sets. 

Instruction  will  be  given  to  two  secondary  school  classes  in 
New  Delhi  instead  of  one  beginning  this  Summer.  There's  also  talk  of 
setting  up  a  television  center  in  Bombay  to  broadcast  a  general  program. 
But  money  is  short  and  the  government  gives  priority  to  radio. 

Prime  Minister  Nehru  says  there's  no  hurry  about  introducing 
TV  in  a  country  that  still  has  only  million  radio  sets.  He  rules 
out  commercial  radio  or  television.  Old  socialist  Nehru,  it  might  be 
added,  has  never  campaigned  on  TV  and  has  a  certain  Brahminical  distrust 
of  electronic  mass  media. 

Despite  the  older  generation's  attitude,  many  Indians  are 
convinced  India  can't  affort  to  ignore  television  as  an  educational 
tool  with  more  than  80  per  cent  of  her  people  still  illiterate. 

While  television  marks  time,  the  government  is  going  ahead 
with  a  program  to  build  59  more  radio  transmitters  to  broadcast  medium- 
wave  programs  that  could  reach  four  out  of  five  Indians.  The  state 
radio  now  has  60  transmitters  broadcasting  in  17  Indian  languages  and 
48  dialects.  The  programs  are  often  dull  and  stodgily  cultural,  driving 
many  Indians  to  listen  to  lively  and  commercial  Radio  Ceylon.  The  fear 
of  more  airborne  boredom  is  one  reason  why  so  few  Indians  show  much 
interest  in  state-run  television.

"Way  of  the  Cross,"  the  award-winning  special  program  in  color 
which  retraces  the  steps  of  Jesus  as  He  walked  to  His  Crucifixion,  will 
be  presented  for  the  third  time  on  the  NBC-TV  Network  Easter  Sunday, 
April  22  (5-6  p.m.  EST). 

Filmed  in  the  Holy  Land  without  the  use  of  actors,  the 
program  is  narrated  by  Alexander  Scourby,  with  Norman  Rose  as  the 
Biblical  voice.

The  first  golf  match  ever  broadcast  live  in  color  on  a  network 
will  be  presented  when  NBC-TV  covers  the  10th  annual  Tournament  of 
Champions  golf  classic  at  the  Desert  Inn  Country  Club  course  in  Las 
Vegas,  Nev.,  Sunday,  May  6  (4:30-6  p.m.  EDT). 

(NBC-TV1  s  "All  Star  Golf"  show,  broadcast  in  color  on  Saturdays, 
5-6  p.m.  NYT,  is  a  filmed  series.) 

The  network  also  will  increase  its  camera  coverage  of  the 
tourney  this  season,  producer  Perry  Smith  announced.  Eight  television 
cameras,  two  more  than  last  year,  will  be  stationed  strategically  around 
the  15th,  l6th,  17th  and  18th  greens;  at  the  loth,  17th  and  l8th  tees, 
and  along  the  17th  and  l8th  fairways. 

Coverage  of  the  last  four  holes  also  represents  an  increase  over 
previous  years  when  only  the  final  two  or  three  holes  of  action  was 
reported. 

One  camera  will  be  employed  at  the  15th  green,  which  also  will 
pick  up  action  at  the  l6th  tee.  Another  camera  will  be  stationed  at  the 
l6th  green,  for  use  also  on  the  17th  tee.

STERILIZED  TELEVISION  GEAR  AND  PROGRAM  CREWS  IN  SURGICAL  GARB 
USED  FOR  NBC’S  "BREAKTHROUGH:  HEART  AND  ARTERY  SURGERY" 

Twelve  television  cameras,  along  with  cables,  microphones  and 
other  equipment,  were  carefully  swabbed  down  with  an  antiseptic  solution 
recently  before  they  were  wheeled  into  four  operating  rooms  in  widely 
separated  parts  of  the  country. 

This  was  but  one  of  the  precautions  taken  for  the  taping  of 
the  special  program,  "Breakthrough:  Heart  and  Artery  Surgery,"  which 
will  be  presented  on  the  NBC-TV  Network  Monday,  April  23  (10-11  p.m. 
EST).  The  program  will  show  four  major  operations  illustrating  advances 
in  life-saving  surgical  techniques. 

Charles  Christensen,  associate  producer  and  director,  points 
out  that  the  program  itself  represents  something  of  a  breakthrough. 

It  tells  the  story  of  surgical  progress,  he  says,  in  a  way  that  could 
only  be  told  through  television. 

"When  we  taped  the  program,"  Christensen  says,  "all  four 
operations  were  in  progress.  We  had  two-way  talk  circuits  between  the 
New  York  studio  and  each  of  the  surgeons  so  that  we  could  ask  them 
questions  and  they  could  explain  what  they  were  doing  as  they  worked. 

"In  each  of  the  operating  rooms  we  had  cameras  taking  close- 
up  pictures  of  the  operation  and  these  were  projected  on  a  large 
screen  in  the  studio.  We  could  actually  see  the  details  of  the  surgery 
better  than  anyone  in  the  operating  room  --  except  the  operating  surgeon 
himself.  " 

(more ) 
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The  program  covers  open-heart  operations  in  Washington, 
Minneapolis  and  San  Francisco  and  an  artery  operation  in  Houston.  In 
each  case  the  surgery  involves  techniques  that  only  a  few  years  ago 
would  have  been  impossible.  In  Washington,  for  example,  the  surgeon 
opens  the  patient’s  heart  to  replace  part  of  a  diseased  valve. 

Christensen  says  that  the  program  required  elaborate  prepara¬ 
tions.  Surgeons  and  hospital  authorities  were  interviewed.  Operating 
rooms  were  examined  in  the  company  of  surgeons  to  determine  the  place¬ 
ment  of  equipment  so  as  to  avoid  any  problems  for  either  patients  or 
doctors.  Cameramen  watched  a  series  of  similar  operations  to  familiar¬ 
ize  themselves  with  the  surgical  techniques  and  to  make  sure  they  could 
keep  a  steady  hand  on  the  camera  while  watching  an  operation. 

On  the  day  of  the  taping,  crews  dressed  themselves  in  surgical 
scrub  suits  and  masks  and  stationed  themselves  in  carefully  defined 
positions  --  well  away  from  all  "sterile  areas."  Surgeons  were  wired 
with  microphones  under  their  gowns  and  tiny  "hearing-aid"  receivers 
behind  their  ears. 

"I  have  been  asked  whether  bringing  television  into  an 
operating  room  interferes  in  any  way  with  the  surgery, "  Christensen 
says.  "Actually  surgeons  are  accustomed  to  the  closed-circuit  TV 
cameras  that  are  now  used  in  many  hospitals  and  medical  schools.  They 
explain  the  surgery  as  they  work  and  answer  questions  from  observing 
internes  and  residents. 

"A  question  that  I  have  been  asking  myself  lately  is  which 
approach  to  medicine  is  preferred  by  TV  viewers  --  the  documentary  or 
the  dramatized.  We  should  get  some  kind  of  an  answer  with  ’Break¬ 
through,  '  because  it  will  be  on  the  air  at  the  same  time  as  two  medical 
dramas  on  other  networks."

The  NBC  Radio  Network's  coverage  of  Col.  John  Glenn's  orbital 
flight  Feb.  20  produced  the  largest  listening  audience  in  the  history  of 
the  British  Isles. 

This  was  reported  in  a  special  study  made  by  the  British  Broad¬ 
casting  Corporation's  Audience  Research  Department.  "At  some  time  or 
another  during  Tuesday,  Feb.  20,  15  million  people  --  30  per  cent  of  the 
population  of  the  British  Isles  --  listened  to  the  BBC's  'live'  sound 
radio  coverage  of  Colonel  Glenn's  historic  flight  into  orbit,"  the 
BBC  said.

MAJOR  POWER  CHANGE-OVER  COMPLETED  IN  NBC  STUDIO  SETUP 
IN  THE  RCA  BUILDING,  NEW  YORK  CITY 

A  major  power  change-over  has  been  completed  in  the  studio 
setup  of  the  National  Broadcasting  Company  in  the  RCA  Building,  New 
York  City.  This  is  the  latest  in  a  series  of  advances  in  NBC’s 
modernization  of  technical  facilities. 

William  H.  Trevarthen,  Vice  President  of  Operations  and 
Engineering,  has  announced  the  replacement  of  over  200  six-volt  storage 
batteries  --  weighing  33  tons  --  and  all  of  the  associated  motor 
generator  sets,  reactors  and  control  equipment  with  two  silicon 
rectifiers  weighing  one-quarter  ton  each. 

The  battery  and  motor  generator  system  had  been  in  service 
since  1932.  Replacement  was  made  possible  by  technical  advancement 
of  electronic  equipment  which  operates  on  less  power  than  previously 
required.  Silicon  rectifiers  convert  alternating  current  power  into 
direct  current  power  for  use  in  amplifiers  and  relay  switching  for  both 
radio  and  television.  The  battery  setup  was  previously  used  for  this 
operation.  The  silicon  rectifier  is  one  of  the  latest  developments  in 
power  converters  and  it  requires  very  little  maintenance. 

At  NBC,  the  silicon  rectifiers  will  also  make  available 
additional  floor  space.  They  occupy  only  12  square  feet,  whereas  the 
storage  batteries  and  associated  equipment  covered  500  square  feet  of 
floor  space.

FOR  RELEASE  8  P,M,  FRIDAY,  APRIL  13 

NBC  News  won  the  annual  award  given  by  the  Overseas  Press 
Club  for  the  best  photographic  reporting  from  abroad  and  two  cita¬ 
tions  ,  one  for  the  best  television  reporting  from  abroad  and  the  other 
for  the  best  radio  reporting  from  abroad. 

The  photographic  reporting  award  went  to  Leonard  Stark  and 
Nobuo  Hoshi  for  their  outstanding  film  coverage  broadcast  Dec.  4,  1961 
in  "Japan:  East  Is  West/'  an  NBC  News  special  program  in  color  which 
examined  the  West’s  impact  upon  Japan  and  the  conflict  between  the  new 
patterns  of  living  and  the  country’s  traditional  culture. 

Robert  Young  and  Charles  Dorkins  were  awarded  a  citation  for 
an  exclusive  film  report  of  Nationalist  underground  resistance  in 
Angola  against  Portuguese  military  forces.  Their  report  was  broadcast

CHICAGO,  April  16  --  NBC's  goal  in  developing  the  program 
schedule  of  WNBQ,,  its  Chicago  television  station,  is  "to  create,  from 
a  blend  of  the  best  available  programming  —  network  and  local  --  a 
total  television  service  that  will  reasonably  balance  the  different 
significant  interests  of  the  people  of  Chicago,"  Lloyd  E.  Yoder,  NBC 
Vice  President  and  General  Manager  of  the  station,  said  here  today. 

Testifying  at  a  Federal  Communications  Commission  hearing  on 
television  programming  in  Chicago,  Mr.  Yoder  pointed  out  that: 

WNBQ's  over-all  schedule  has  a.  higher  proportion  of 
informational  programming  than  that  of  any  of  the  other 
commercial  stations  in  Chicago. 

Within  the  category  of  locally  produced  programming, 

WNBQ  concentrates  on  news,  information  and  community 
services,  in  the  belief  that  "such  programming,  produced 
locally,  can  relate  directly  to  community  needs,  problems 
and  issues  and  illuminate  them  for  our  viewers." 

Although  WNBQ  does  not  emphasize  entertainment  in 
its  local  productions  --  relying  primarily  on  the  abundance 
of  this  type  of  programming  available  from  network  and

drawing  on  the  particular  cultural  resources  within  the 
Chicago  community  and  complementing  the  broad  range  of 
lighter  entertainment  we  receive  from  the  network." 

The  diversified  NBC  Television  Network  schedule 
carried  by  WNBQ  is  "invaluable  in  enabling  the  station 
to  meet  its  responsibilities  for  providing  a  constructive 
service  to  the  community." 

In  summarizing  the  various  elements  of  the  WNBQ,  schedule, 

Mr.  Yoder  emphasized  that  both  the  network  and  local  portions  --  and  the 
program  mix  within  each  portion  --  are  developed  to  use  NBC's  various 
resources  in  the  way  that  can  be  applied  most  productively  in  creating 
a  total  service  for  a  total  public. 

The  network  programming,  he  said,  consists  of  a  broad  range  of 
major  entertainment,  information  and  cultural  presentations,  beyond  the 
capacity  of  any  individual  station  to  produce,  and  of  unusual  value  to 
the  viewing  public  throughout  the  country.  This  schedule  is  carried 
on  WNBQ,  he  said,  because  it  is  NBC's  conviction  that  the  network 
service  can  make  its  maximum  public  interest  contribution  to  Chicago 
if  it  is  broadcast  without  impairing  its  balance  and  diversity.  As 
compared  with  the  general  public  interests  served  by  the  network  portion 
of  WNBQ's  schedule,  the  locally  produced  programs,  Mr.  Yoder  said,  are 
oriented  to  serve  interests  specific  to  this  particular  community, 
"complementing  the  network  programming  by  contributing  elements  which 
network  programs  cannot  provide  as  effectively."

Mr.  Yoder  said  charges  by  AFTRA  and  NABET  to 
the  contrary,  made  in  testimony  before  the  FCC  last  month, 
were  based  on  inaccurate  and  distorted  data. 

NBC  fulfills  its  responsibility  as  the  licensee  of 
WNBQ  through  practical  working  procedures  under  which 
the  NBC  management  coordinates  the  areas  of  decision¬ 
making  and  sets  the  general  policies  for  the  development 
of  local  programming  by  the  station  management,  as  well 
as  the  development  of  the  network  schedule  by  the 
network  division  of  the  company.  The  station  management 
and  staff  "play  a  principal  part  in  supplying  judgment 
and  experience  in  the  formulation  of  policy  and  the 
making  of  decisions"  relating  to  WNBQ's  operation,  with 
the  company  management  retaining  and  exercising 
responsibility  for  the  station's  over-all  services  as 
required  by  law.

Mr.  Yoder  said  he  believes  Chicago  "is  being  admirably 
served  by  its  five  television  stations"  and  pointed  out  that  the 
people  of  Chicago  recognize  this  or  "they  would  not  have  made  viewing 
(television)  their  No.  1  leisure  occupation."  According  to  latest 
Nielsen  figures,  he  said,  the  average  set  in  Chicago  is  in  use  six 
hours  and  40  minutes  a  day  —  10  per  cent  more  than  the  national 
average . 

The  WNBQ  executive  suggested  to  the  FCC  that  although  local 
live  programming  provides  certain  vital  functions  which  cannot  other¬ 
wise  be  accomplished,  it  "is  not  the  only  way  to  meet  a  community’s 
needs  and  interests,"  and  added,  "nor  would  it  be  valid  to  assume  that 
the  more  local  live  programming  a  station  presents,  the  better  it 
performs  in  the  public  interest." 

"This  is  particularly  true  today,"  he  said,  "when  Americans, 
through  the  advances  of  technology  and  the  forces  of  history,  are  more 
than  ever  members  of  a  national  community,  as  well  as  citizens  of 
Chicago,  or  New  York,  or  Kansas  City... Like  Americans  everywhere, 
Chicagoans  receive  much  of  their  information  and  entertainment  in  all 
fields  from  sources  beyond  the  city  limits... And  like  Americans  every¬ 
where,  Chicagoans  look  to  the  incomparable  resources  and  diversity  of 
network  entertainment  and  information  for  the  bulk  of  their  television 
viewing  needs  and  interests." 

Noting  that  WNBQ  presents  a  smaller  total  volume  of  local 
programming  than  the  other  four  Chicago  stations,  Mr.  Yoder  said  this  was 
principally  because  WNBQ  broadcasts  the  NBC-TV  Network’s  "Today," 
"Tonight"  and  "Continental  Classroom"  programs  --  "unique  presentations 
we  believe  are  of  great  service  to  the  community."

"I  mention  these  three  network  series,"  he  said,  "not  only 
to  emphasize  their  unusual  values  to  the  Chicago  public,  but  to 
illustrate  a  point  made  previously.  The  other  Chicago  commercial 
stations  primarily  originate  local  programs  in  these  periods,  sub¬ 
stantially  contributing  to  their  larger  volume  of  local  service.  With¬ 
out  in  any  way  questioning  the  value  of  this  local  programming  by  the 
other  stations,  I  do  not  think  it  can  be  doubted  that  television 
service  to  Chicago  is  strongly  enhanced  by  the  WNBQ  offerings  I  have 
described.  The  fact  that  they  are  produced  by  the  network  does  not 
detract  one  bit  from  the  affirmative  contribution  they  make  to  this 
community. " 

As  additional  illustrations  of  the  special  values  provided  the 
Chicago  community  by  network  programs,  he  cited  the  NBC  Operas,  informa¬ 
tional  series  such  as  "Project  20,"  "NBC  White  Paper,"  the  great  range 
of  NBC  News  programming,  and  the  basic  NBC-TV  entertainment  schedule, 
through  which  Chicagoans  "are  able  to  enjoy,  night  after  night,  the 
talents  of  the  country's  top-flight  writers,  producers,  directors  and 
performers  --  whether  in  musical  programs,  comedies,  variety  shows, 
dramas.  Westerns  or  mysteries." 

Discussing  the  Chicago  ingredient  in  the  over-all  WNBQ 
program  mix,  Mr.  Yoder  said  he  believed  local  live  programming  "finds 
its  greatest  advantage"  in  the  news  and  information  fields.  He  pointed 
out  that  the  January  WNBQ  program  analysis  showed  97  per  cent  of  the 
station's  locally  produced  programs  were  in  the  religious,  agricultural, 
education,  news,  discussions  and  talks  categories. 

"Our  emphasis  in  these  categories,"  he  said,  "springs  from 
the  belief  that  such  programming,  produced  locally,  can  relate  directly 
to  community  needs,  problems  and  issues  and  illuminate  them  for  our 
viewers.  Although  the  amount  of  local  live  entertainment  programming 

(more ) 
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in  our  schedule  is  relatively  small,  it  is  important  to  note  that  its 
emphasis  is  primarily  in  the  cultural  area,  drawing  on  the  particular 
cultural  resources  within  the  Chicago  community,  and  complementing 
the  broad  range  of  lighter  entertainment  we  receive  from  the  network." 

Mr.  Yoder  labeled  as  a  fallacy  the  theory  expressed  by  some 
in  last  month's  hearing  that  more  local  programming  should  be 
scheduled  during  peak  evening  viewing  hours  on  the  claim  that  it 
thereby  would  reach  a  larger  audience. 

"The  fact  is  that  scheduling  our  local  information  programs 
on  any  regular  basis  in  mid-evening  hours  would  tend  to  deplete  their 
audiences  by  putting  them  against  the  most  popular  entertainment  shows," 
he  pointed  out.  "This  pattern  has  been  proved  again  and  again,  in 
Chicago  and  elsewhere.  It  has  taught  broadcasters  how  to  place  such 
programs  in  time  periods  where  they  will  have  the  best  chance  of 
attracting  the  largest  audience  available  for  a  program  of  that 
particular  type." 

As  an  example  of  this  type  of  scheduling,  Mr.  Yoder  mentioned 
WNBQ's  "City  Desk"  program,  seen  from  3-3:30  Sunday  afternoon,  which 
achieved  a  4.2  rating  and  reached  92,600  homes  in  March.  In  contrast 
to  "City  Desk,"  he  cited  WGN-TV’s  "Your  Right  to  Say  It"  --  "another 
fine  informational  panel  program"  --  which  is  seen  in  prime  time  on 
Sunday  evening,  from  8-8:30.  During  the  same  rating  week,  no  measurable 
audience  was  reported  for  "Your  Right  to  Say  It." 

"In  general, "  he  said,  "we  try  to  attract  maximum  viewing  to 
locally  produced  programs  by  placing  them  within  a  program  environment 
of  comparable  shows,  or  where  they  can  be  aided  by  weak  opposition  and 
strong  flow  of  audience.  This  is  often  accomplished  by  placement  of 
these  programs  in  time  periods  which  may  not  have  maximum  sets  in  use, 
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but  which  avoid  competition  from  popular  entertainment  and  still 
provide  the  greatest  possible  audience  for  them." 

Mr.  Yoder  said  that  WNBQ  has  presented  live  local  religious 
programming  on  a  regular  basis  for  many  years,  and  traced  the  station’s 
programming  history  in  this  area  since  1952.  He  pointed  out  that  WNBQ 
stands  a  strong  second  among  the  four  commercial  stations  in  the  amount 
of  time  devoted  to  local  religious  programming. 

WNBQ  representatives,  he  said,  have  worked  closely  with 
representatives  of  the  Catholic,  Protestant  and  Jewish  faiths  in 
determining  the  needs  of  the  community  in  this  area.  "Our  feeling 
from  these  many  contacts, "  he  said,  "was  that  the  leaders  of  all 
religious  faiths  and  groups  were  reasonably  satisfied  with  the  pro¬ 
gramming  we  broadcast,  both  as  to  placement,  and  amount  of  time  in  the 
schedule  and  broadcast  facilities." 

"Our  first  knowledge  of  dissatisfaction  on  the  part  of  the 
religious  representatives,"  Mr.  Yoder  said,  "did  not  come  directly  from 
the  faith  groups  with  whom  we  had  been  working.  In  fact,  if  it  had, 
any  problems  might  have  been  satisfactorily  resolved  in  the  same 
cooperative  spirit  that  always  has  characterized  our  relationship. 

We  learned  of  their  dissatisfaction  when  it  came  to  our  attention  that 
they  had  filed  with  the  Commission  a  request  for  a  public  hearing  on 
WNBQ’s  license  renewal. 

"When  we  heard  about  this  indication  of  dissatisfaction,  we 
promptly  sought  meetings  with  each  of  the  three  groups  so  that  we  could 
determine  what  deficiencies  they  felt  existed.  These  meetings  were 
held  prior  to  the  announcement  of  these  hearings.  In  each  case  the 
discussions  were  frank  and  amicable,  and  I  believe  that  all  the  parties 
emerged  with  a  clearer  mutual  understanding  of  problems  and  goals."

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Mr.  Yoder  recalled  a  list  of  "unfulfilled  promises"  by 
Chicago  stations,  submitted  to  the  Commission  in  last  month's  hearings 
by  the  Rev.  John  S.  Banahan  of  the  Archdiocese  of  Chicago,  and 
commented: 

"WNBQ,  was,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  not  involved  in  any 
of  the  situations  referred  to  in  that  list."

WNBQ  DIRECTS  LOCALLY  PRODUCED  TV  PROGRAMS  TOWARD  CHICAGO  ISSUES 
AND  PROBLEMS  RATHER  THAN  GENERAL  ENTERTAINMENT, 

LLOYD  E.  YODER  STATES  AT  FCC  HEARING 

CHICAGO,  April  16  --  Locally  produced  television  programs  on 
NBC's  Chicago  station,  WNBQ,  are  primarily  directed  toward  local 
community  issues  and  problems  rather  than  general  entertainment, 

Lloyd  E.  Yoder,  Vice  President  of  the  National  Broadcasting  Company,  and 
the  station's  General  Manager,  said  today. 

Since  top-flight  entertainment  programs  are  available  in 
abundance  to  the  station  from  a  variety  of  other  sources,  WNBQ 
concentrates  its  local  production  on  Chicago  developments  and  events, 
since  "such  programming,  produced  locally,  can  relate  directly  to 
community  needs,  problems  and  issues  and  illuminate  them  for  our 
viewers, "  he  said.  As  a  result,  WNBQ  leads  all  the  other  commercial 
stations  in  Chicago  in  the  proportion  of  its  local  production  devoted  to 
news  and  information,  just  as  its  over-all  schedule  --  local  and  network 
combined  --  has  a  higher  percentage  of  news  and  information  programs 
than  any  other  commercial  station  in  Chicago. 

In  a  statement  presented  at  the  Federal  Communications 
Commission  hearing  on  local  television  programming,  Mr.  Yoder  pointed 
out  that  in  January  of  this  year,  nearly  68  hours,  or  97  per  cent,  of 
WNBQ  locally  produced  programs  were  in  the  religious,  agriculture, 
education,  news,  discussion  and  talks  categories. 

Although  the  station  emphasizes  this  type  of  programming  -- 
rather  than  entertainment  --  in  its  local  live  presentations,  such 
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entertainment  programs  as  it  produces  locally  are  principally  in  the 
cultural  area,  are  developed  for  the  most  part  in  association  with  the 
educational  and  cultural  resources  in  the  community,  and  are  designed 
to  complement  the  broad  range  of  general  entertainment  WNBQ  receives 
from  the  network  and  other  sources,  Mr,  Yoder  said. 

Local  live  programming  on  WNBQ  has  increased  since  1958,  he 
said,  despite  the  fact  that  the  station  carries  many  valuable  network 
programs  in  hours  when  other  stations  are  broadcasting  locally.  He 
cited  the  "Today"  and  "Tonight"  programs,  "two  unique  presentations  we 
believe  are  of  great  service  to  the  community,  as  well  as  ’Continental 
Classroom,’  the  NBC  network’s  pioneering  educational  project," 

WNBQ  seeks  to  determine  the  needs  and  interests  of  its 
Chicago  audience,  Mr.  Yoder  said,  through  daily  communication  and  contact 
with  representatives  of  community  organizations  and  the  general  public. 
"In  July,  1961, "  he  said,  "we  inaugurated  a  series  of  periodic  luncheon 
discussions  with  leaders  in  various  fields  of  community  activity.  These 
meetings  are  designed  to  provide  the  management  of  WNBQ  and  WMAQ  (NBC's 
owned  and  operated  Chicago  radio  station)  with  information  and  counsel 
on  how  the  stations  can  continue  effectively  to  serve  the  needs  of  the 
community. " 

These  luncheon  meetings  have  generated  constructive  results 
in  WNBQ  program  planning,  Mr.  Yoder  said.  Discussions  with  educational 
groups  led  to  16  half-hour  presentations  in  the  "Live  and  Learn  Forum" 
series.  Conversations  with  educators  and  school  officials  resulted  in 
the  scheduling  of  "Education  Spotlight,"  a  weekly  quarter-hour  program 
concerning  the  administration  of  Cook  County  schools.  Meetings  with 
community  cultural  leaders  were  instrumental  in  the  presentation  of  a 
half-hour  program  of  the  fourth  act  of  the  Goodman  Theatre's  production 
of  Ibsen's  "Hedda  Gabler."

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After  outlining  the  variety  of  other  methods  which  WNBQ  uses 
to  assure  its  responsiveness  to  the  local  audience,  Mr.  Yoder  cautioned 
"in  assessing  the  interests  of  the  total  public  WNBQ  undertakes  to 
serve,  the  community  leaders  and  organizational  heads  with  whom  we 
consult  may  be  compared  with  the  visible  part  of  the  iceberg.  They  are 
extremely  important  in  themselves  and  for  whatever  they  may  tell  us  of 
the  iceberg  as  a  whole;  but  to  chart  a  proper,  responsible  course,  we 
must  make  it  our  business  to  judge  the  contours  of  the  vastly  larger 
part  of  the  iceberg  that  lies  beneath  the  surface  --  that  is,  the 
millions  of  people  in  this  area  who  constitute  the  total  viewing  public 

"Bor  the  most  part,"  he  continued,  "these  millions  of 
individuals  have  not  delegated  anyone  to  speak  in  their  name  as  to  what 
they  want  from  television;  and  for  the  most  part,  they  obviously  have 
not  sought  to  speak  for  themselves  in  this  proceeding.  This  does  not 
mean  that  they  do  not  respond  to  the  television  service  they  use,  for 
they  are  responding  every  day  by  their  choice  of  programs  from  among 
the  five  stations  in  the  community." 

WNBQ  keeps  in  close  contact  with  the  changing  needs  and 
interests  of  the  general  public  in  several  ways.  "Viewers  write  to  us, 
and  every  letter  and  postcard  receives  executive  attention  at  WNBQ. 

They  are  quick  to  telephone,  especially  when  they  are  annoyed;  every 
call  is  tabulated  and  a  daily  analysis  is  brought  to  my  personal 
attention. " 

In  addition  to  the  communications  it  receives  from  its 
audience,  WNBQ  also  utilizes  audience  measurement  services  to  determine 
how  viewers  are  reacting  to  its  programming,  since  "one  of  the  basic 
ways  to  determine  what  kind  of  programs  viewers  prefer  in  satisfying 
their  own  interests  and  needs  is  to  find  out  what  they  actually  watch.

’’The  clear  and  continuing  evidence  of  these  highly  useful 
gauges  of  audience  behavior"  is  that  the  vast  majority  of  viewers  in 
Chicago  and  elsewhere  seek  out  and  favor  network  programs,  and 
primarily  network  entertainment  programs,  Mr.  Yoder  said,  citing  the 
large  Chicago  audiences  for  these  shows,  as  compared  to  the  much 
smaller  ones  for  locally  produced  programs.  "On  the  basis  of  the 
relative  numbers  of  viewers  attracted  to  different  types  of  programs, 
most  local  live  programs  --  except  for  newscasts  --  would  not  be 
presented  if  ratings  alone  were  the  criterion.  The  same  is  usually 
true  of  serious  programming,  regardless  of  where  it  originates." 

"Yet  I  have  no  question  at  all, "  he  continued,  "that  such 
programs  deserve  their  place  in  the  schedules,  for  responsible  broad¬ 
casters  assume  an  obligation  not  only  to  satisfy  but  also  to  lead  their 
audience,  and  to  program  not  only  for  the  needs  and  interests  of  the 
majority  but  for  specialized  tastes  as  well. " 

Mr.  Yoder  emphasized  that  although  local  live  programs  perform 
certain  "vital  functions"  of  community  expression  that  cannot  be 
accomplished  by  other  more  popular  types,  "they  are  certainly  not  the 
only  way  to  meet  a  community's  needs  and  interests.  Nor  would  it  be 
valid  to  assume  that  the  more  local  live  programming  a  station  presents, 
the  better  it  performs. " 

On  this  point,  he  noted  the  FCC  July,  i960.  Program  Policy 
statement  in  which  the  Commission  declared  that  it  had  always  recognized 
network  programs  "as  of  great  value  to  the  station  licensee  in  pro¬ 
viding  a  well-rounded  community  service." 

Mr.  Yoder  cited  the  following  highlights  from  WNBQ's  locally

WNBQ  OFFERS  POINT -BY-POINT  REBUTTAL  TO  AFTRA,  NABET  CHARGES; 

YODER  CITES  'HARASSMENT  AND  PRESSURES'  BY  UNIONS  TO  ACHIEVE 
WHAT  THEY  FAILED  TO  GAIN  AT  BARGAINING  TABLE 

CHICAGO,  April  l6  --  A  point -by -point  rebuttal  of  charges  made 
by  two  labor  unions  against  WNBQ  was  inserted  today  into  the  record  of 
the  Federal  Communications  Commission  hearing  on  local  television  pro¬ 
gramming  by  Lloyd  E.  Yoder,  Vice  President  of  the  National  Broadcasting 
Company  and  General  Manager  of  WNBQ,  NBC's  Chicago  station. 

Mr.  Yoder  characterized  the  efforts  of  NABET  and  AFTRA  — 
whose  testimony  was  heard  by  the  Commission  in  March  --  as  an  attempt 
"to  achieve,  by  harassment  and  pressures  against  NBC,  private 
objectives  which  they  have  not  been  able  to  achieve  at  the  bargaining 
table.  We  feel  constrained  to  expose  the  AFTRA -NABET  charges,  since 
they  have  been  dressed  up  to  simulate  issues  affecting  the  public 
interest . " 

(Both  AFTRA  and  NABET  are  unions  --  AFTRA,  the  American 
Federation  of  Television  and  Radio  Artists,  representing  broadcasting 
performers,  and  NABET,  the  National  Association  of  Broadcast  Employees 
and  Technicians,  representing  engineering  and  technical  personnel.) 

The  principal  point  NABET  tried  to  make,  Mr.  Yoder  said,  was 
that  WNBQ' s  engineering  and  technical  personnel  have  been  cut  to  the 
point  where  the  station  is  not  capable  of  meeting  its  program  pro¬ 
duction  responsibilities.  The  NBC  executive  produced  broadcast  industry 
employment  data  published  by  the  FCC  and  the  National  Association  of 
Broadcasters  showing  that  WNBQ  employs  substantially  more  people  than  the 
average  station  in  the  country's  largest  markets.

AFTRA  presented  an  elaborate  analysis  purporting  to  show  a 
decline  in  WNBQ's  local  live  programming,  alleging  a  drop-off  from  20 
per  cent  in  the  1958  composite  week  to  9  per  cent  in  the  1961  composite 
week.  Mr.  Yoder  pointed  out  that  "the  facts  on  these  composite  weeks, 
as  reflected  by  WNBQ’s  license  renewal  applications,  show  a  slight 
increase  in  local  live  programming. " 

"Apart  from  these  facts, "  he  continued,  "AFTRA  did  not  even 
correctly  represent  its  own  figures,  perhaps,  speaking  charitably, 
through  inept  arithmetic.  The  AFTRA  calculations  of  local  live  hours 
for  the  1958  week  work  out  to  a  percentage  of  11.85  per  cent,  which 
AFTRA  represented  as  20  per  cent.  Conversely,  the  proper  percentage 
expressing  AFTRA ’s  own  figures  for  the  1961  week  would  be  10.35  per 
cent.  AFTRA  represented  this  as  9  per  cent.  Thus,  it  overstated  the 
percentage  for  1958  and  understated  the  percentage  for  1961.  The  result 
of  this  double  error  is  to  give  an  erroneous  appearance  of  a  sharp 
decline  in  local  live  programming,  rather  than  the  increase  which 
actually  took  place." 

In  response  to  the  AFTRA  charge  that  NBC  had  stifled  "local 
talent  and  cultural  development,"  by  moving  programs  out  of  Chicago, 

Mr.  Yoder  briefly  traced  the  history  of  network  originations  from 
Chicago.  He  noted  that  most  of  the  television  network  series  originated 
here  were  on  NBC  and  that  although  network  originations  from  Chicago 
have  dwindled  as  a  result  of  general  industry  trends,  NBC  still 
originates  more  than  any  other  television  network.  "In  the  light  of 
these  facts,"  Mr.  Yoder  said,  "it  is  ironic  that  AFTRA  should  single 
out  NBC  for  not  having  more  Chicago  network  originations. " 

In  commenting  on  the  AFTRA  presentation  showing  a  drop  in 
talent  payments  to  its  members  in  Chicago  between  1957  and  1961  which

AFTRA  offered  as  an  indication  of  the  Chicago  stations'  inability  to 
produce  local  programs,  Mr.  Yoder  pointed  out  that  the  AFTRA  submission 
admittedly  included  payments  for  network  services  as  well  as  for  services 
in  local  programs.  He  also  pointed  out  that  a  large  amount  of  the 
reduction  in  payments  in  WNBQ's  case  was  accounted  for  by  the 
resignation  of  only  two  local  performers,  who  together  were  paid  up¬ 
wards  of  $200,000  a  year. 

One  of  the  NABET  charges,  he  said,  was  that  WNBQ's 
engineering  staff  has  been  reduced  by  50  people  (from  130  to  80)  since 
1958.  The  fact  is,  Mr.  Yoder  noted,  that  "there  were  not  130  engineering 
positions  in  WNBQ's  staff  in  1958,  and  the  actual  reduction  in  NABET 
engineering  positions  at  WNBQ  was  not  50  people  as  the  NABET  witness 
indicated,  but  a  net  reduction  of  only  YJ . 

Mr.  Yoder  said  that  "the  NABET  witness  who  testified  in  this 
proceeding  knew  these  facts,  which  had  been  reviewed  in  detail  with 
her  and  other  NABET  officials  in  June,  1958.  On  the  same  basis, 
she  was  well  aware  that  the  1958  reductions  had  been  decided  upon  months 
before  I  joined  WNBQ  in  September,  1958.  Despite  this  personal 
knowledge,  she  charged  that  I  instituted  these  reductions  upon 
becoming,  manager  of  the  station.  I  believe  the  character  and 
credibility  of  the  whole  NABET  presentation  is  well  illustrated  by 
these  examples. " 

In  addition  to  the  rebuttals  included  in  his  prepared 
statement,  Mr.  Yoder  submitted  a  more  detailed  analysis  of  the  unions' 
charges  as  a  separate  exhibit.

"NBC  White  Paper  No.  12  --  The  Inferno”  will  focus  on  a  small 
slum  in  Palermo,  Sicily,  for  an  unsentimental  look  at  the  distorting 
effects  of  abject  poverty  on  the  human  spirit.  The  special  program 
will  be  presented  on  the  NBC-TV  Network  Friday,  May  18  (9:30-10:30  p.m. 
EDT),  with  Chet  Huntley  as  narrator. 

The  program  was  written,  directed  and  filmed  in  Palermo  by 
Robert  Young  and  Michael  Roemer.  A1  Wasserman  is  producer.  It  is  an 
examination  of  the  hidden  face  of  poverty,  as  represented  in  Cortile 
Cascino,  where  270  families  are  crowded  together  in  the  city's  worst 
slum  conditions,  where  crime  and  vice  are  the  accepted  way  of  life  and 
where  the  Mafia  is  the  only  real  authority. 

"This  is  a  portrait  of  a  living  hell,"  said  Irving  Gitlin, 
executive  producer  of  the  "NBC  White  Paper"  series.  "We  are  directing 
attention  to  the  disinherited,  the  abandoned  of'  the  earth,  for  whom 
life  is  a  never-ending  struggle  for  survival. 

"Cortile  Cascino  is  a  self -enclosed  community  which  has 
adapted  to  deprivation  in  its  own  peculiar  way  and  resists  change.  It 
is  a  dramatic  example  of  those  pockets  of  poverty  the  world  over  which 
have  been  bypassed  by  the  sweep  of  progress.  Industrialization  and  a 
rise  in  prosperity  have  probably  been  more  rapid  in  Italy  in  recent 
years  than  anywhere  else  in  Europe,  yet  this  tiny  section  of  Palermo 
has  remained  totally  unaffected  by  the  'Italian  Miracle.'

Gitlin  said  television  viewers  will  have  the  rare  experience 
of  becoming  immersed  in  a  strange  society  of  people  who,  in  spite  of 
their  tragic,  twisted  lives,  are  very  human  and  have  an  abundant 
vitality. 

The  figures  of  this  life  drama  include  a  l4-year-old  boy 
wanted  by  the  police  for  theft,  street  walkers,  smugglers,  cattle 
thieves,  a  false  faith  healer,  and  many  others  engaged  in  illicit 
pursuits.  The  program  will  show  how  those  men  of  Cortile  Cascino  who 
do  not  shun  legitimate  work  subsist  only  by  marginal  activities.  In 
many  families,  children  are  the  breadwinners,  doing  hard  construction 
work  or  serving  as  apprentices  to  butchers,  carpenters  or  shoemakers. 

Some  women  take  in  laundry  or  hire  out  as  domestics  in  addition  to 
caring  for  their  large  families  under  the  most  adverse  living  conditions. 

The  film  report  will  show  how  the  Mafia  oversees  the 
activities  of  Cortile  Cascino,  but  extracts  a  price  which  is  sometimes 
paid  in  human  lives.

The  Mercury-Atlas  7  orbital  man-shot  at  Cape  Canaveral,  Fla., 
next  month  will  be  covered  live  through  the  combined  facilities  of 
the  American  Broadcasting  Company,  Columbia  Broadcasting  System, 

Mutual  Broadcasting  System  and  the  National  Broadcasting  Company. 

The  three-orbit  flight  of  Navy  Lt .  Cmdr.  M.  Scott  Carpenter 
is  expected  to  take  place  in  mid-May. 

Production  of  the  pooled  portions  of  the  television  and  radio 
coverage  of  Commander  Carpenter’s  space  flight  will  be  supervised  by  NBC 
News,  with  Donald  Meaney  as  pool  producer  and  James  Kitchell  as  pool 
director.  ABC  News,  CBS  News  and  NBC  News  rotate  supervision  of  the 
all-networks  pool  at  Cape  Canaveral. 

Pool  television  and  radio  coverage  will  commence  in  the  early 
hours  of  launch  day  when  the  astronaut  leaves  Hangar  "S"  for  the  missile 
and  will  end  when  films  of  the  astronaut’s  recovery  are  returned  to  the 
mainland  and  are  broadcast.

MBS  News  will  provide  one 
man  on  the  carrier  and  one  on  a  destroyer  at  the  end  of  orbit  three. 

NBC  News  will  provide  two  newsmen,  one  at  Hangar  "Su  and  one 
on  a  destroyer  in  the  orbit  three  recovery  forces. 

The  seven  film  crews,  whose  assignments  were  also  decided  by 
a  drawing,  will  consist  of  two  provided  by  ABC  News,  three  by  CBS  News 
and  two  by  NBC  News. 

Heart  of  the  technical  pool  operation  at  the  Cape  will  be  two 
40-foot  trailers  comprising  the  switching  center.  Crammed  with 
electronic  gear,  the  switching  center  is  an  elaborate  mobile  control 
room.  All  of  the  TV  signals  will  be  channeled  to  this  center  and  sent 
north  to  New  York  City  over  a  microwave  circuit.  The  networks  will 
disseminate  the  signal  at  New  York.

PROVIDING  ALL  U.S.  AREAS  WITH  PROGRAM  SCHEDULE 
REGULARITY  THROUGH  THE  DAYLIGHT  TIME  PERIOD 

The  NBC  Television  Network  will  continue  its  extensive  dual¬ 
network  tape  operation  —  launched  in  1958  --  to  provide  communities 
across  the  country  with  program  schedule  regularity  during  the  April  29- 
Oct.  27  Daylight  Saving  Time  period. 

This  dual-network  operation  utilizing  tape  recording  and 
reproductions  in  both  color  and  black  and  white,  eliminates  the  un¬ 
certainty  and  confusion  of  shifts  in  local  station  program  schedules 
caused  by  Daylight  Saving  Time.  In  the  past,  wholesale  readjustments 
in  programming  and  viewer  habits  were  required  in  Standard  Time  areas. 

NBC-TV's  DST  Program  Repeat  Plan  provides  for  a  repeat  feed 
of  the  entire  network  schedule  --  7  a.m.-l  a.m.,  seven  days  a  week  --  on 
a  one-hour  delay  basis  to  most  Standard  Time  cities. 

Live  and  film  programs  will  be  immediately  recorded  on  tele¬ 
vision  tape  at  NBC's  Tape  Central  in  New  York,  then  played  back  one 
hour  later  to  stations  operating  on  Standard  Time.  Thus,  for  example, 
a  station  in  Georgia,  a  Standard  Time  area,  which  without  the  DST  Pro¬ 
gram  Repeat  Plan  would  be  required  to  broadcast  an  8  p.m.  EDT  New  York 
show  at  7  p.m.  EST,  is  able  to  continue  the  program  at  8  p.m.  local 
Georgia  time. 

The  one-hour  repeat  program  service  will  be  provided  for  all 
programs  except  sports  and  certain  other  special  events  programs,  the 
content  of  which  requires  simultaneous  transmission  over  the  entire 
network.

E.  Faubus 
is  not  a  candidate;  New  York,  where  Governor  Nelson  A.  Rockefeller's 
votes  will  have  a  marked  effect  on  his  chances  for  the  Republican 
Presidential  nomination  in  1964;  Michigan,  where  the  results  will 
similarly  determine  George  Romney's  strength  in  1964;  Texas,  where 
there  is  a  large  field  in  the  Democratic  primary;  and  Pennsylvania, 
where  Representative  William  W.  Scranton  appears  a  strong  contender  in 
his  race  with  Richardson  Dilworth,  former  mayor  of  Philadelphia..

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REVOLUTIONARY  SPACE  CAMERA,  CAPABLE  OF  PRODUCING 
LIVE  TV  PICTURE  OF  OBJECTS  IN  ORBIT,  TO  BE  USED 
BY  NETWORK  POOL  FOR  NEXT  MAN-SHOOT  COVERAGE 


A  revolutionary  space  camera,  capable  of  producing  a  live 
television  picture  of  objects  in  orbit,  will  be  used  by  the  TV  pool 
during  the  man-shoot  next  month,  pool  director  James  Kitchell  said  today. 

The  camera,  called  a  BU-TV  scope,  was  developed  by  Walter 
Manning,  Chief  of  Space  Surveillance  Division,  Office  of  the  Chief- 
Scientist,  for  the  Air  Force  Missile  Test  Center. 

The  BU-TV  scope  has  already  televised  live  pictures  of 
satellites  and  missiles  in  orbit,  Kitchell  said,  and  added:  ''We  plan 
to  mount  one  of  our  television  cameras  against  the  BU-TV  scope  as  it 
follows  the  astronaut  from  lift-off.  We  expect  to  see  the  escape  tower 
jettison  and  the  capsule  pass  out  of  sight  on  its  orbital  path. " 

The  BU-TV  scope  utilizes  two  vehicles.  The  scope  --  looking 
somewhat  like  a  giant  TV  camera  --  is  mounted  on  a  trailer.  Another 
vehicle  contains  an  electronic  panel  that  operates  the  scope. 

Kitchell  said  the  BU-TV  scope  would  be  positioned  several  miles 
south  of  Cape  Canaveral,  Fla.,  so  as  to  produce  a  broadside  view  of  the 
Atlas  missile  and  capsule  as  Navy  Lt.  Cmdr.  M.  Scott  Carpenter  is 
launched  into  space. 

"Efforts  will  also  be  made  to  get  a  picture  of  Carpenter's 
space  craft  with  the  scope  as  the  astronaut  passes  over  the  Southeast 
on  his  orbital  paths"  Kitchell  said. 

The  TV  pool,  consisting  of  the  American  Broadcasting  Company, 
Columbia  Broadcasting  System,  Mutual  Broadcasting  System  and  National 
Broadcasting  Company,  will  be  utilising  the  BU-TV  scope  through  the 
cooperation  of  the  AFMTC  and  the  Department  of  Defense. 

Kitchell  is  representing  NBC  News  in  the  network  pool  for 
the  Mercury -At las  7  launch  next  month.

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TERRORISTS »  ATTACK  ON  NEWS  BUILDING  HOUSING  HIS  OWN  BASE, 
REPORTED  FROM  ALGIERS  BY  NBC»S  BERNARD  FRIZELL 


NBC  News  correspondent  Bernard  Frizell  reported  from  Algiers 
last  night  (April  24)  that  seven  terrorists  had  attacked  the  building 
from  which  he  broadcasts  and  they  seriously  wounded  one  of  the  guards 
before  fleeing  when  the  police  opened  fire. 

In  his  report,  broadcast  on  the  NBC  Radio  Network  yesterday, 
Frizell  explained  that  the  building  also  houses  other  news  services, 
including  the  New  York  Times,  United  Press  International  and  prominent 
French  publications.  Frizell  said: 

"Apparently  the  terrorists  had  two  objectives  --  the 
printing  plant  next  door,  which  they  are  known  to  be  planning  to  blow 
up,  and  the  newsmen. 

"Recently,  pressure  on  journalists  here  has  been  intensified 
and  a  number  of  us  have  received  threatening  anonymous  phone  calls.  That 
is  the  reason  for  the  heavy  police  guard  in  front  of  this  center  and 
rendezvous  of  the  international  press."

Its  fundamental  purpose  is  to  help  remedy  what  many  informed  observers 
have  called  a  deficit  area  in  education  which  has  developed  in  social 
and  political  understanding  today.  It  is  directed  to  teachers  of 
secondary  schools  and  colleges,  to  college  students,  as  well  as  to  a 
general  adult  audience  interested  in  enlarging  its  knowledge. 

"Continental  Classroom"  was  launched  Oct.  6,  1958.  It  was 
hailed  as  a  bold  educational  experiment  in  the  nation’s  interest  and 
as  a  significant  development  both  for  its  immediate  contribution  to 
American  education  and  for  the  larger  possibilities  that  it  suggests 
for  use  of  television  as  an  effective  education  medium. 

The  League  of  Women  Voters  is  a  non-partisan  organization 
established  in  1920  to  study  and  act  on  governmental  issues.  Its 
purpose  is  to  promote  political  responsibility  through  the  informed  and 
active  participation  of  citizens  in  government.

MODERNIZATION  OP  NBC  RADIO  FACILITIES  IS  UNDER  WAY 
IN  NEW  YORK  CITY’S  RCA  BUILDING 

Modernization  of  the  NBC  Radio  facilities  is  currently  under 
way  at  the  RCA  Building,  New  York  City,  it  was  announced  today  by 
William  H.  Trevarthen,  Vice  President,  Operations  and  Engineering, 
National  Broadcasting  Company.  This  is  the  latest  in  a  series  of 
advances  in  NBC’s  modernization  of  technical  facilities. 

The  project,  to  be  completed  Oct.  31,  1962,  will  center  all 
NBC  Radio  facilities  on  two  floors,  the  fifth  and  the  seventh,  of  the 
RCA  Building. 

On  the  fifth  floor,  NBC  Radio  Central  will  be  remodeled 
technically  and  architecturally  to  provide  the  ultimate  in  broadcasting 
flexibility.  On  the  seventh  floor,  a.  recording  studio,  for  pre-recording 
program  segments  and  commercial  messages,  will  be  located. 

Three  new  radio  studios  (one  each  for  the  NBC  Radio  Network, 
"Monitor,"  and  station  WNBC)  and  three  new  auxiliary  announce'  booths 
will  be  constructed  in  the  new  Radio  Central  on  the  fifth  floor. 

Adjacent  to  the  studio  area,  tape  machines  and  a  news  tape  area  will 
be  structurally  remodeled  and  the  latest  electronic  equipment  installed. 

A  technical  equipment  area  will  be  constructed  behind  the 
new  studios,  in  the  area  which  has  housed  the  famous  NBC  Radio  control 
board  since  1932.  Included  will  be  a  new  system  for  fast  pre-testing 
and  setup  of  network  lines,  and  facilities  for  the  preparation  of 
special  events.  Broadcast  of  special  news  events,  either  live  or  via 
tape  recordings,  will  be  available  to  any  of  the  studios  by  the  turn  of 
a  knob.

The  NBC  Radio  operation  will  continue  as  a  listening  post  of 
the  world,  with  present  trans-Atlantic  telephone  and  overseas  broad¬ 
cast  circuits,  and  special  broadcast  lines  and  long  distance  telephone 
lines  (for  communication  within  the  United  States)  remaining  intact. 

The  major  development  on  the  seventh  floor  will  be  the 
modern  recording  studio  and  the  installation  of  various  up-to-date 
recording  equipment. 

NBC  Radio  Central  was  constructed  in  1955.  Since  it  began 
operation,  approximately  1,750,000  tourists  taking  the  Guest  Relations 
Department’s  guided  tours  have  viewed  NBC  Radio  in  operation  through  its 
glassed-in  front.  The  new  Radio  Central  also  will  be  glassed-in  and 
its  operation  will  continue  to  be  a  highlight  of  the  NBC  tour. 

Other  recent  developments  in  the  modernization  of  NBC’s 
technical  facilities  were:  interleaved  sound,  a  method  of  transmitting 
sound  within  a  television  picture;  television  tape  editor-analyzer,  a 
device  which  speeds  the  editing  and  records  the  quality  of  tape;  a  slow- 
motion  television  system  with  a  "freeze  frame"  function,  and  a.  power 
change-over  replacing  200  six-volt  storage  batteries  with  two  silicon 
rectifiers .

ASTRONAUT  GLENN  AND  SOVIET’S  COSMONAUT  TITOV  TO  EXPRESS  VIEWS 
ON  SPACE  AND  POTENTIAL  COOPERATION  IN  EXCLUSIVE  TV 
DISCUSSION  ON  "THE  NATION’S  FUTURE" 


Astronaut  John  H.  Glenn  Jr.  and  cosmonaut  Gherman  S.  Titov 
will  meet  in  an  exclusive  television  discussion  on  a  special  edition  of 
the  NBC-TV  Network's  news-making  program,  "The  Nation's  Future"  Sunday, 
May  6  (6:30-7:30  p.ro.  EDT) . 

Marine  Lt.  Col.  Glenn  and  Maj.  Titov  will  express  their  views 
on  the  challenge  of  space  exploration  and  potential  international 
cooperation  in  space  research.  They  will  be  joined  in  this  exchange  of 
ideas  by  two  distinguished  space  scientists,  one  representing  the  United 
States  and  the  other  the  Soviet  Union,  their  names  to  be  announced  soon. 

The  discussion  will  be  broadcast  live  from  Washington,  with 
Edwin  Newman  as  moderator.  This  special  program  will  preempt  "1,2,3-- 
Go.' "  (6:30-7  p.m.  EDT)  and  "The  Bullwinkle  Show"  color  broadcast 
(7-7:30  p.m.  EDT). 

"The  Nation's  Future"  series  is  a  presentation  of  Creative 
Projects,  NBC  News,  under  supervision  of  executive  producer  Irving 
Gitlin.  Arthur  Barron  is  producer.  Arrangements  for  this  special  broad¬ 
cast  were  made  by  associate  producer  Lucy  Jarvis. 

Lt.  Col.  Glenn  and  Maj.  Titov  each  will  be  a  member  of  his 
country’s  delegation  at  the  Third  International  Space  Science  Symposium 
to  be  held  concurrently  with  the  COSPAR  (Committee  on  Space  Research) 
plenary  meeting  in  Washington,  beginning  May  1.

The  television  discussion  on  NBC  will  be  held  before  an 
invited  audience,  which  will  include  delegates  to  the  symposium  and 
plenary  meeting  as  well  as  other  eminent  scientists,  U.  S.  and  Soviet 
officials  and  journalists  from  many  countries.  After  the  speakers  have 
compared  their  experiences  and  traded  views,  they  will  answer  questions 
from  the  studio  audience. 

Simultaneous  translation  from  Russian  into  English,  and 
English  into  Russian,  will  be  provided.  NBC  will  use  two  interpreters 
and  special  studio  equipment,  with  earphones  for  the  studio  audience. 

The  broadcast  will  be  the  second  in  which  "The  Nation's 
Future"  has  brought  together  American  and  Soviet  representatives  in 
unprecedented  open  discussion  of  major  issues.  The  first  occasion  was  a 
debate  between  Pierre  Salinger,  President  Kennedy's  press  secretary,  and 
Alexei  Adjubei,  chief  editor  of  Izvestia  and  Soviet  Premier  Khrushchev's 
son-in-law,  which  was  presented  in  the  NBC-TV  series  June  24,  196 1. 
Harrison  Salisbury,  New  York  Times  expert  on  Soviet  affairs,  joined  with 
Salinger,  and  Mikhail  A.  Kharlamov,  chief  of  the  Press  Department  of  the 
Soviet  Foreign  Ministry,  teamed  with  Adjubei  to  debate  the  question, 
"How  Free  Should  the  Press  Be?" 

As  a  result  of  the  Russians'  visit  here  for  that  debate, 
Adjubei  visited  the  United  States  again  last  November,  interviewed 
President  Kennedy  for  readers  of  Izvestia  and  invited  Salinger  to  visit 
the  Soviet  Union.

IN  MESSAGE  FOR  NATIONAL  POLICE  WEEK  ON  ’CAR  54,  WHERE  ARE  YOU?* 

Attorney  General  Robert  F.  Kennedy  will  salute  "the  unsung  hero 
of  law  enforcement,  the  local  police  officer,"  with  a  special  message 
in  recognition  of  National  Police  Week  on  NBC-TV's  "Car  54,  Where  Are 
Sunday ,  May  13  (8:30-9  p.m.  EDT).  This  will  mark  the  opening  of 
the  nation-wide  observance  May  13-19*  as  designated  by  joint  resolution 
of  Congress  and  signed  into  law  by  the  President. 

Attorney  General  Kennedy,  in  his  filmed  salute  to  the  police 
officer,  says:  "The  public  often  forgets  that  underneath  his  uniform  he 
is  an  ordinary  citizen,  often  a  neighbor,  doing  an  important  job." 

His  message  concludes  with  an  appeal  to  the  public  to 
"encourage,  help  and  cooperate  with  your  local  police  so  that  America 
will  continue  to  be  a  land  of  law  and  order  with  citizens  enjoying  the 
full  benefits  of  democracy. " 

The  Attorney  General  will  be  introduced  to  the  television 
audience  by  Fred  Gwynne  on  behalf  of  the  staff  and  cast  of  "Car  54, 

Where  Are  You?"  at  the  conclusion  of  the  May  13  episode.  Gwynne  co- 
stars  in  the  series  as  Officer  Francis  Muldoon.
